SEEING  the  Welfare  and  Pro-  Argument 
fperity  of  all  S  o  c  i  e  t  i  e  s,  de-  puingsc”! 
pends  upon  the  regular  andtutcs< 
Eeady  Adminiftration  of  their  Affairs, 
in  a  Conformity  to  the  fundamental 
3Rule0  of  their  Confutation ;  and 
that  fuch  is  the  Inftability  and  Fluo 
tuancy  of  Human  Affairs*  arifing 

A  a  from 
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from  Men's  different  Ways  of  Think¬ 
ing  and  Adting,  That  regular  and 
heady  Adminihration  cannot,  in  any 
Meafure,  be  afeertained,  without  lay¬ 
ing  down  perpetual  Rules  of  Statutes , 
and  binding  the  Adminijlrators  to  an 
exact  Objewance  of  them  :  And  feeing 
the  Mifmanagcment  of  an  Hospi¬ 
tal,  and  Mifapplication  of  its  Funds* 
are,  by  the  common  Confent  of  Man¬ 
kind,  deem’d  Crimes  equal  in  Wic- 
kednefs  to  Sacrilege  :  And  that  it  is 
highly  expedient,  for  preventing  thefe 
Evils,  and  for  ehablifliing  and  main¬ 
taining  good  Order  and  0 economy ,  that 
Rules  and  Statutes  be  laid  down,  and 
that  the  Governours  of  Hofpitals  fhould 
come  under  facrcd  and  folemn  Obli¬ 
gations  to  obferve  and  obey  theiii, 
and  to  act  honeftiyand  difintereftedly : 
Therefore,  the  following  Statutes  are 
given,  to  be  a  perpetual  Rule  for  the 
Government  of  this  Hofpitah
